While school children in the comm unity are busy 
preparing posters or essays in observance* of Spring 
Clean-Up Week, the school itself should not be over­ 
looked says the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 
Most school officials m aintain conscientious fire pre­ 
vention programs and are careful about such matters 
as keening t he heating plant in good repair, inspect­ 
ing the sprinkler system and conducting fire drills. 
Clean-up Week is a good time to run a spot check for 
other fire hazard* 


Check th e Stage 
b< r instance, the stage of the auditorium. Is there 
any old scenery just propped against a wall? Are the 
dressing rooms clean or are they being used for a 
store room for the flimsy costum es from last year's 
school play? Schools normally use scenery and cos­ 
tum es m any times. When not in use. they should be 
properly stored in an area set aside for the purpose. 
Poke around the classrooms. Are old examination 
papers still stored in the closets? It’s not likely the 
students would like to be reminded about the exams 
anyway and would happily throw them away. Do you 
still need those “really good exam ples” of last year’s 
Clean-Up posters? 
If your school is like many, the “lost and found de­ 
partm ent” is a big carton heaped with mittens, scarves, 
handkerchiefs and caps. Don’t let the box get too full 
and keep it in a place away from anything that might 
produce a spark. 
Broken desks, chairs and other furniture should be 
removed from the school as soon as possible, but in 
the m eantim e, they should be stored in a safe place 
Most schools have a hidden corner somewhere that 
adventurous students like to use as a highly illegal 
sm oking area You probably can’t catch every smoker 
but the area should be watched carefully—both 
to 
catch the smokers and to be sure that lighted butts 
can’t be hidden in places where they might start a 
firt. 
It would be a good idea to look at the inspection 
tags on fire extinguishers to be certain that m ainten­ 
ance men have not overlooked any. 
Extinguishers 
should be checked and recharged once a year.
